A few feet 
away lay the body of his son on a 
bed. Both had been asphyxiated.

Italian Troops in North Africa Suppress 
| Rebels—King of Hedjas Leads 40,000

LONDON, April & Activity of tribesmen on three widely separated 
fronts was described in despatches today, 
From Bengasi Libya, North Africa came news that native Itallan 


troops had defeated a large group of rebel tribesmen near Bir Bu Gedaria, 
killing 160, and leaving 100 camels and considerab!e stores, Fifteen loy- 
alists were killed and 10 wounded. Basra, Irak, despatches related that 
a body of Akhwan riders composed of Ataibah and Mutair tribesmen 
suffered losses in an altack and dispersal by 40,000 men led by Ibn Saud, 
king of the Hedjaz. 

An official communique has been issued at New Delhi, capal of 
India, dealing with Afghan efforts to embroil tribes along the northern 
frontiers of India in civil war, and emphasizing measures being taken by 
the government of India to maintain neutrality 

It was indicated the authorities in India 
alarmed at persistent attempts by various factions 
draw Indian tribesmen into the civil war

features of an offer by the Canadian Utilities Company to 
purchase the city electric light distribution system, power 


TO SPEND MILLION 
ON NEW STREET CARS 

If the offer is accepted the company 
will spend a million on high speed 
cars for the street railway and during 
the first five years of the agreement 
spend at least $350,000 in the recon- 
ditioning and improvement of the 
tracks, tramways, cables and plant, 
the offer states, 

By accepting the offer, Mr, Yorath 
points out that the city will save $2,- 
130,000 in capital expenditure required 
for the power plant and will also save 
the large sum which will be required 
in the near future to replace the worn 
out and obsolete street cars at present 
| in use in the city, 

In addition Mr, Yorath declares the 
city will receive more annual revenue | 
than it is at present receiving from its 
own operation of the utilities. | 

Terms Outlined | 

Here are the terms of Mr. Yorath’s

1. We will pay to the city in cash 

| Three Million, Five Hundred Thou- 
sand Dollars, ($3,500,000). 

The city will agree out of the money 
received to create a fund to take care | 
of all obligations in respect to the | 
outstanding debentures of these uttt- 
ties (approximately $2,234,701 at the 
3ist December, 1928.) 

2. We will pay annually to the city 
in leu of taxes: During the first five

Donald and Lloyd George. The twos 
latter are both in favor of signing the 
optional clause, but Baldwin reserves 
his reply. The foreign office ts known 

dislike signing the optional clause, 
ind it is able to take shelter behind 
tie resolution of the Imperial Coun- 
cefl, but it is believed that Australia 
is the only overseas dominion that op- 
poses signing the optiona: clause, and 
Australia might withdraw her opposi- 
tion if assured that the regulation of 
immigration will remain domestic and 
not become an international issue, 

The League of Nations Union says 
that it is regrettable, but so little at- 
tention has been paid by the British 
press to the importance of Canada’s 
move. Canadas, it says, by reason of 
Cultural connection with France and 
proximity to the United States, is en- 
titled to special consideration for any 
practical proposal which she makes in 
international politics. The League of 
Nations Union also says that failure

Dr. J. H. Grisdale Expects 
Resisting Reproducing 
Wheat to be Perfected 


Canadian Press 
WINNIPEG, April 8—What has 
been done in the breeding of rust re- 
| sisting wheat of good milling and bak- 
ing quality will form the most striking 
report at a meeting of rust research 
scientists in the agricultural college 
here today, under the auspices of the 
associate committee on rust research, 
Dr. J. H. Grisdale, deputy minister 
of agriculture, on his arrival to attend 
the meeting, said some recently bred 
varieties are very promising indeed 
and may prove extremely valuable 
particularly in Manitoba. A number of 
these have been bred to the fifth and 
sixth generations and altogether It 
looked, he said, that it would not be 
long before a wheat of excellent mill- 
ing and baking quality and quite rust 
resisting would be available. Some 
years might elapse, however, before 
a variety would become fixed and re- 
produce fairly uniformly. 
Great Progress 
“Progress in the work of rust re- 
search during the past four or five 
years particularly has been astonish- 
ing,” he sald. “We now understand the 
subject very fully. What has been 
done here has attrected world wide 
attention, Canada is recognized as the 
foremost country in its study in the 
world.”

Dr, Gray turned a chalk pit which 
had fallen into disuse, into a model 
theatre and produced Greek plays 
for which the school became fam- 
ous. He also devoted considerable 
energy to an attempt to provide 
careers for “unbookish” boys and in 
1909 founded the educational ranch 
for public school boys In the pro- 
vince of Alberta. One of his two 
sons is now living in Canada. 

Dr, Gray was born in 1851 and 
was educated at Winchester and 
Queew's college, Oxford, In 1926 he 
was appointed vicar of Lynton, the 
seaside resort on the north Devon 
coast, 


Dr Gray's Alberta school was 
situated near Vish Creek, 14 miles 
south of Calgary.
